before the Supreme Counrt und the apinion
wasdelivered by ChiefJustice Sharswood. On
the first of the two points mentioned he said
they had no doubt the Courl below were
right in saying that the word “‘day," ns used
in the eleventh section of the aot of April
12, 1876, ipcludes the whole twenty-four
hours of the day upon which an election is
held. Judge Ross devlived to affirm the de-
fendant’s point that the jury in the case
wero Judges of the law aud the facts, He
adwitted thut the law wis ns stated on thik
point until the adoption of the new Consti-
tution, in 1878, and the legislation in pursu-
ance of it which gave 1o defendants in crim-
inal ensen m writ of error to the Supreme
Court,

On this puint Judge Ross was overriled,
Chiet Justice Shurswood, in bis opivion re-
versing the judgment snd awarding & new
tinl, kays :

“It hws been strongly contended that
though the jury buve the power, they bave
not the right to give o verdict contrary to
the instruction of the Court upon the law ;
io other words, that to do so would be s
breach of theid duty and & violation of their
outh, The distinetion betweon power and
right, whatever may be its value 1n ethies,
in law is very shadowy and unsubstaniin’,
He who bas legal power to do anythis g has
the legal right.  No eourt should give o
binding instruction to a jury which they
are powerless th enforee by grantiog u new
trial if it should be disregirded,  They may
present to them the obvious considerntions
